PLEA FOR A DEVELOPMENT FUND." 


Ay Memorandum has been drawn up by 
the Trado and Industry Committee of 
the Royal Colonial Institute for | pre- 
sentation to the Commissioners appointed 
to inquire into the national resources and 
imptovernent of trade of the Empire. 
The Memorandum states that the Com- 
mittco are fully sensible of the -import- 
ance of this Royal Commission, and pro- 
coedsi— : ee 

Recognizing that it. is the first Royal 
Commission tobe appointed by, and for 
the information of, the Imperial Con- 
ference , the authonomons Govern- 
ments collectively—they are anxious that 
a precedent of such magnitude should be 
amply justified by the results obtained 
from it. Noting that the terms of re- 
ference have been made unusually wide, 
with the purpose of allowing the Com- 
missioners the utmost latitude (subjvet 
only to a single’ reservation), the Com-

Memorandum. continues :—- 

Accordingly the Committeo “ desite, 
respectfully to urge upon the Com- 
missioners the. possibility of tahing 
advantage of ths Harcourt clause to
